KIM.Kl* IN A COLLISION. 
C lev ela n d , O., April 20.—A fright­ 
ful wreck occurred ou the Lake Shore 
railroad at Kipton station, 40 miles 
w est 
of 
Cleveland, early 
Saturday 
evening, in which six postal clerks, 
tw o engineers and a fireman 
were 
killed. 
The 
fast 
mail, 
No. 
14, 
bound east, collided with No. 21, the 
Toledo express, just as the latter train 
w as about to pull on the siding to let 
the fast mail pass. 
The fast mail was 
running at full speed, and the force of 
the collision was so great th at both 
engines, three mail cars and one bag­ 
gage car were completely wrecked. 
Follow ing is the list of the dead: 
Edward Drown, engineer of No. SM, of Toledo, 
O ; d ia rie s ToplifT, engineer of No. 14, of To­ 
ledo, (J.; F. J Nugent, postal clerk, of Toledo, 
O. ; (’harles llainniiil, postal clerk, of Elyria, 
O .; F. E. Clemens, postal clerk, of Cleveland, 
().; John J. liowerflne, postal clerk, of Elyria, 
O .; Jarne* McKinley, uostal clerk, of Conneaut, 
O .; C. XI. McDowell, postal clerk, of Elyria, O .; 
Staley, fireman No. IL 
The injured are: 
Abram Dereamer, 
passenger; Charles Dazey, railroad em­ 
ploye; Klinefelder, express messenger. 
Abram Dereamer, a farm er living 
nesir Kipton, was the only passenger 
hurt. 
He was standing on the plat­ 
form when the collision occurred, and 
his sicu!l was fractured. He may recover. 
Charles Dazey. son «>f 
the 
section 
bass, was standing on the depot plat­ 
form 
and 
was 
badly 
hu rt about 
the head. 
His skull is supposed to be 
fractured. 
Express Messenger Kline- 
folder, of Cleveland, ()., was badly hurt 
about the legs and may die. 
The loss 
to the railroad company will not fall 
abort of 5100,000. 
None of the passen­ 
ger cars left the track and but one pas­ 
senger received serious injuries. 
It was the custom for these two train* 
to pass at Kipton, the Toledo express 
taking the side track for the fast mail, 
which usually went through Kipton 
w ithout slackening its speed. 
The 
Toledo express was 
a 
few 
m in­ 
utes 
late 
and had 
just come to 
a stop at the switch when the fast m ail 
came in sight. 
There is scarcely any 
curve at the station, but on one side of 
the track was a line of freight cars and 
rn the other the station. 
These m ight 
have obstructed tin* vision of tile engi­ 
neer of the fast mail, 
Ile applied the 
air brakes when he saw th at a collision 
was inevitable, but the speed of the 
train was not checked m aterially. 
The engine of the Toledo express was 
knocked squarely across tile track, and 
th at of the fast mail reared in the air, 
resting on top of the other. 
The fast 
m ail consisted of 
three 
mail cars 
and tw o parlor cars, and the Toledo 
express of 
live 
coaches 
and tw o 
baggage cars. 
The first and second 
mail cars were telescoped anti smashed 
to kindling wood, and the third crashed 
into tin* tir-t tw o and rolled over on 
the station platform , breaking the w in­ 
dows of the building. 
The tw o bag­ 
gage 
cars 
on the 
Toledo express 
were 
knocked 
from 
the 
track, 
but did not turn over. 
The force 
of the collision was so great thai 
of the sixty-four revolving chairs In the 
tw o parlor cars only four rem ained at 
tached to the lloors, all the others be­ 
ing broken and hurled about in confu­ 
sion. 
The passengers were throw n to 
the floor and badly shaken, but none 
were seriously injured. 
The passengers of the tw o trains at 
once began the work of rescue, and, 
w ith a corps of physicians from the 
town, m inistered to the few who were 
injured. 
The lnslies of the dead were. 
all horribly crushed and 
m utilated, 
arm s and legs being torn off. and the 
corpses were alm ost beyond recogni­ 
tion. 
Charles Topiff. the engineer of the 
fast mail, remained bravely at his post 
and w as found with his hand on the 
throttle, dead. 
His hands and face 
were so badly scalded th at the black­ 
ened flesh dropped from the bones 
when his body was taken out. Firem an 
Stanley, of the fast mail, jum ped from 
the train and escaped with a broken 
leg and dislocated shoulder. 
The doc­ 
tors say In* will recover. 
The poor postal clerks had not a 
chance to escape. 
They were caged 
like rats and the telescoping of the cars 
crushed the life out of them w ithout a 
m om ent's notice. 
It is difficult to locate the blam e for 
the accident, as both the engineers ara 
dead. 
It is said, however, th a t No. 21 
was ordered to stop at Oberlin b u t 
w ent on to Kipton, which is 0 m iles 
further west, and had not sufficient 
tim e to m ake the side track.

Bible after our eyes have been touched 
by grace we find it all transparent, 
and the earth rocks, now with crucifix­ 
ion agony and now with judgm ent 
terror, and Christ appears in some of 
his two hundred and fifty six titles, as 
far as I can count them —the bread, 
the rock, the captain, tile commander, 
the conqueror, the star, and on an I 
beyond any capacity of mine to re­ 
hearse them. 
Transparent religion! 
THE BEAUTY OF RELIGION. 
The providence th at seemed dark be­ 
fore becomes pellucid. 
Now you find 
God is not trying to put you down. 
Now you understand why you lost th at 
child aud wily you lost your property; 
it wzs to prepare you for eternal treas­ 
ures. 
And why sickness came, it tee­ 
ing the precursor of im m ortal juvenes- 
cence.

men as Ignatius, who when he went

TOK EXACTNESS OF RELIGION. 
Now, it is not a part of m y sermonic 
design to depreciate the crystal, w hether 
it be found in Cornish m ine or H artz 
m ountain or M am m oth cave or tin k ­ 
ling am ong th e pendants of tho chan­ 
deliers of a palace. 
Tho crystal is th e 
star of the m ountain; it is tho queen 
of the cav e; it is tho eardrop of th e 
hills; it finds its heaven in th e dia­ 
mond. 
Am ong all tho pages of n a t­ 
ural history there is no page m ore in- 
foresting to m e th an tho page crystallo­ 
graphic. 
B u t I w ant to show you th At. 
Jo b was right when, taking religion in 
one hand an d th e crystal in th e other, 
he declared th a t th e form er is of far 
more value and beauty th an th e latter, 
recom m ending it to all tho people and 
to all the ages, declaring, “T he crystal 
cannot equal i t ” 
In th e first place, I rem ark th a t re­ 
ligion is superior to th e crystal in exact­ 
ness. 
T h at shapeless mass of crystal 
against which you accidentally dashed 
your foot is laid out w ith m ore exact­ 
ness th a n any earthly city. 
T here are 
six styles of crystallization, and all of 
them divinely ordained. 
E very crystal 
has m athem atical precision. 
G od’s ge­ 
om etry reaches through it, and it is a 
square, or it is a rectangle, or it is a 
rhom boid, or in some w ay it h a th a 
m athem atical figure. 
Now, religion 
beats th a t in tho simple fact th a t spirit­ 
ual accuracy is m ore beautiful th an 
m aterial accuracy. 
God’s attrib u tes are exact. 
God’s 
law exact. 
God’s decrees exact. G od’s 
m anagem ent of th e world exact. N ever 
counting wrong, though ho counts th e 
grass blades, an d th e stars, a u d th e 
sands an d tho cycles. 
H is providences 
never dealing w ith us perpendicularly 
when those providences ought to be 
oblique, n o r lateral w hen th ey ought 
bo vertical. 
E verything in our life 
arranged w ithout an y possibility of 
m istake. 
E ach life a six sided prism. 
B om a t tho right tim e, dying a t th e 
right time. There aro no 4‘happen so’s” 
in ou r theology. 
If I tho u g h t this was 
slipshod universe I w ould go crazy. 
God is not an anarchist. 
Law, order, 
sym m etry, precision, a perfect square, 
a perfect rectangle, a perfect rhom boid, 
perfect circle. 
T he edge of God’s 
robe of governm ent never frays o u t 
There aro no loose screws in th e world’s 
m achinery. 
I t did n o t ju st happen th a t N apoleon 
was attacked w ith indigestion a t B oro­ 
dino so th a t h e becam e incom petent for 
the day. 
I t did n o t ju st happen th a t 
Jo h n Thom as, th e missionary, on a 
heathen island, w aiting fo r a n outfit 
and orders for an o th er m issionary tour, 
received th a t outfit an d those orders in 
a box th a t floated ashore, w hile th e 
ship and th e crew th a t carried th e box 
were never heard oh 
T he barking of 
F. W . R obertson’s dog, he tells us, led 
to a lino of events w hich brought Ti im 
from th e arm y into tile Christian m in­ 
istry, w here he served God w ith world 
renowned usefulness. 
I t did n o t m ere­ 
ly happen so. 
I believe in a particular 
providence. 
I believe God’s geom etry 
may be seen in all our life m ore beauti­ 
fully th an in crystallography. Jo b was 
right. 
“The crystal cannot equal it.” 
THE TRANSPARENCY OF RELIGION. 
Again I rem ark th a t religion is supe­ 
rior to th e crystal in transparency. W e 
know n o t w hen o r by whom glass was 
first discovered. B eads of it have been 
found in th e tom b of A lexander Se­ 
verals. 
Vases of it are brought up from 
the ruins of H erculaneum . T here were 
fem ale adornm ents m ade o u t of it thro* 
thousand years ago—those adornm ents 
found now attach ed to tho m ummies 
of Egypt. 
A great m any com m enta­ 
tors believe th a t m y tex t m eans glass. 
W hat would we do w ithout th e crystal? 
The crystal in th e window to keep out 
th e storm aud let in th e d a y ; th e crys­ 
ta l over th e w atch defending its deli­ 
cate m achinery, yet allowing us to see 
th e h o u r; th e crystal of tho telescope 
by w hich th e astronom er brings dis­ 
ta n t worlds so near he can inspect 
them . 
Oh, tho trium phs of th e crys­ 
tals in the celebrated windows of Rouen 
and Salisbury I 
B u t there is nothing so transparent 
in a crystal as in our holyreiigion. 
It 
is a transparent religion. 
You p u t'it 
to your eye an d you see m an—his irfn, 
his soul, his destiny. 
You look a t God 
and you see som ething of * th e grandeur 
of his character. 
It is a transparent 
religion. 
Infidels tell us it is opaque! 
Do a ou know why they tell us it is 
opaque! 
It is because* they nm blind, 
J he natural m an roceiveth n o t th e 
things of God because thev are spiritu­ 
ally discerned. 
There is* no trouble 
with th e crystal; th e trouble is w ith 
Hie eyes which try to look through i t 
We pray for vision, Lord, th a t Lour 
eyes m ight be opened. 
XVhcn'tthe 
eye salve cures our blindness then'w© 
lind th a t religion is transparent. 
It is a transparent Bible. 
All the 
m ountains of the Bible come o u t— 
Sinai, the m ountain of tho law ; Pisgah, 
the m ountain of prospect; Olivet, the 
m ountain of instruction; Calvary, th e 
m ountain of sacrifice. 
All tho rivers 
of the Bible come out—HidekeUior the 
river of paradisaical beauty; Jo rd an , 
or tile river of holy chrism ; C terith , 
or tile river of prophetic supply ;i Nile, 
or th e river of palaces, and th e pure 
river of life from under th e throne, 
clear as crystal. 
W hile / readjpg this 


[ people in th e galleries jeering and shout­ 
ing, “ The lions for Polycarp,” replied, 1 
4‘L et them come on,” and then stoop­ 
ing down tow ard the cave where the 
wild beasts were roaring to get out, 
“L et them come on.” 
All, yes, it is 
persecution to p u t you in glorious com ­ 
pany ; and while there are m any things 
th a t you will have to postpone to the 
future world for explanation, I tell you 
th a t it is th a whole tendency of your 
religion to unravel and explain and in­ 
terpret and illum ine and irradiate. Jo b 
was right. It is a glorious transparency. 
4"The crystal cannot equal it.” 
I rem ark again th a t religion surpasses 
the crystal in its beauty. 
T h at lum p 
of crystal is p u t under th e m agnifying 
glass of th e crystallographer, and he 
sees in it indescribable beauty—snow­ 
drift and splinters of boar frost and 
corals and w reaths and 
stars and 
crowns and castellations of conspicuous 
beauty. 
T he fact is th a t crystal is so 
beautiful th a t I can think of b u t one 
thing in all th e universe th a t is so 
beautiful, and th a t is tho religion of 
th e Bible. 
No w onder this Bible rep 
resents th a t religion as the daybreak, 
as the apple blossoms, as tho glitter of 
a king’s banquet. 
It is th e joy of the 
whole earth. 
TALK MORK OF THE CROWN. 
People talk too m uch about their 
cross and not enough about their crown. 
Do you know th e Bible m entions a 
cross b u t twenty-seven times, while it 
m entions a crown eighty times? 
Ask 
th a t old m an w hat he thinks of relig- 
1 ion. 
H e has 
been a close observer. 
H e has been culturing an aesthetic taste. 
He has seen the sunrises of a half cent­ 
ury. 
H e has been an 
early riser. 
Ho 
has 
been an adm irer of cameos and 
corals and all kinds of beautiful tilings. 
Ask liim w hat he thinks of religion, and 
he will tell you, 4‘It is tho m ost beauti­ 
ful 
‘Tho crystal 
thing I ever saw .1 
cannot equal it.” 
B eautiful in its sym m etry. 
W hen it 
presents God s character it does not 
present Him as having love like a great 
protuberance on one side of his n a t­ 
ure, b u t m akes th a t love in harm ony 
w ith his justice—a love th a t will accept 
all those who come to Him, and a ju s­ 
tice th a t will by no m eans clear the 
guilty. 
B eautiful religion in th e senti 
m eat it im plants! 
B eautiful religion 
in th e hope it kindles! 
B eautiful relig­ 
ion in th e fact th a t it proposes to g ar­ 
land and enthrone an d em paradise an 
im m ortal spirit. 
Solom on says it is a 
lily. 
P au l says it is a crown. 
The 
Apocalypse says it is a fountain kissed 
of tho sun. Ezekiel says it is a foliaged 
cedar. 
C hrist says it is a bridegroom 
come to fetch hom e a bride. 
W hile 
Jo b in tho text takes up a whole vase 
of precious stone—th e topaz an d the 
sapphire an d th e chrysoprasus—an d he 
takes o u t of this beautiful vase ju st one 
crystal, a n d ro id s it u p until it gleams 
in th e w arm light of th e eastern sky, 
and h e exclaims, 4 T h e crystal cannot 
equal i t ” 
Oh, it is n o t a stale religion, it is not 
a stupid religion, it is n o t a toothless 
hag, as some seem to have represented 
it; it is n o t a Meg Merrilies, w ith shriv­ 
eled arm , come to scare th e world. 
It 
is th e fairest daughter of God, heiress 
of all his w ealth. 
H er cheek th e m om - 
ing sky; h er voice th e music of th e 
south w ind; h e r step th e dance of th e 
flea. 
Come an d woo her. 
T he spirit 
an d th e bride say come, an d whosoever 
will, let him come. 
D o you agree w ith 
Solomon and say it is a b ly ? T hen 
pluck it and w ear it over your heart. 
Do you agree w ith P aul and say it is 
a crown ? T hen let this h o u r be your 
coronation.

adornm ent. 
Ho will n o t have th a t 
jewelry. 
\Y hen God w ants jew elry he 
comes down and digs it o u t of the 
depths and darkness of sin. 
These 
souls are all cry stall Cations of mercv. 
H e puts them on an d he wears them 
in th e presence of th e whole universe. 
H e wears them on th e hand th ^ t was 
nailed, over thejhou-t th a t was pimped, 


on th e tem ples th a t were stung. ‘’‘They 
shall be m ine,” saith the Lord, ‘ in tho 
day when I m ake up my jewels.” W on­ 
derful transform ation! 
“ The crysta 
cannot equal it.’’ 
There she is, a waif 
of the stree t; but she shall be a sister 
of charity. 
There he is. a sot in the 
ditch; but lie shall preach the gospel. 
There, behind th e bars of a prison, but 
he shall reign with Christ forever.
